prevent movie experts from staging 
a. stunt reported to have been .pulled 
oft by a Moon touring car hailing 
from TVinaham and in which three 
passengers were riding, the site of the 
sensational act being in the dip in the 
state road to Kingston about five 
miles east of this city lesterday af- 
ternoon near the Aaron Ford farm. 
Motorists will recall the decided dip 
with a curve near that fajjn. The car 
was moving toward this city and the 
oiled road was slippery, rain falling at 
the time. When the car reached the 
sharpest angle of the curve it com- 
menced to skid and according to those 
•who arrived shortly after the occu- 
pants declared that the car skidded 
about in a circle three times and then 
having nearly come to a standstill 
backed gently Off the upper or east- 
erly side of the road down a 25-foot 
embanSment.

HIAGARA FALLS.

F rott caa Insagme- a river three- 
fourths* of a mile wide. 30 feet deep 


in the middle, and containing thou- 
sands and thousands of tens of water, 
suddenly rambling over * cliff 180 feet 
high and dashing OB the rocks below 
with & deafening roar aad throwing 
up huge clouds of n^st and spray, yoa 
have some impression of what Ni- 
agara Falls, the world's best-known 
and most popular waterfall. Is like. 


This majestic <iatara« is s'tuated la 


tbe Niagara river, between Lake Erie 
and Lake Ontario and near the city 
o* BuCalo. X- T. Xy-ah-ga-rah is an 
Indian word, meanins Tnunderins 
Waters. Members of the Seneca tribe, 
'tis said, considered the roar of the 
falls as the voice of the Grpst Spirit. 
Thinking he Inhabited the spray, they 
made many «nd various offerings to 
this deity. 


The waterfall divides Itself into two 


pins, American Fails and the Horse- 
.shoe or Canadian Falls. Nine-tenths 
of the flow, which is estimated to be 
500,000 tons per minute, passes over 
the Horsesho* Falls, which is by far 
the more impressive of toe two. 


Below the falls the river Is consider- 


ably narrower than It Is above the 
falls, and the water rushes, at a fright- 
ful speed, through a seven-au'.e-loag 
ferge. in which Is located the famous 
TVhirlpool Kapids. 
The edge of the cliff over which the 


water plunges Into the canyon below, 
wears away at the rate o« about five 
feet a year. Geologist* declare that 
this mighty fall has been In operation 
for about 20,000 years. 


Proceee* Developed by War. 


Making parabolic mirrors by chemi-

The early 
Snfisb'tacts. he said, lived * nomad- 
like existence, roaming from one part 
oi the -wilderness to another and kill- 
ing, with rude stone weapons, animals 
end even humans for food. 


In co-operation with Use Smith- 


sonian Institution buremn of ethonolojy. 
Prof. Pearce has been Investigating 
the mounds for more than a year, h» 
reported. 
"The life history of these people 


has been read from fee records they 
left in their burned-roci mounds or 
kitchen middens," the professor wld. 
These mounds are piles of broken 
and charred bits of limestone three or 
four feet high and sometimes as loof 
as 000 •f'set. 


~" Had Rejular Camp Site*. 
They are made tip of the kitchen 


refuse "of these prehistoric people* 
who had regular camp sites at &*• 
ouent Intervals along the Edwards 
plateau, extending from Austin west- 
ward to Xeir Mexico. 
"These people evidently were afl- 


Taneed to the stage of paleolithic crd- 
ture. an earlier age than the period 
of neolithic culture, to which most of 
the American Indians belonged. These- 
earlv Texas Inhabitants had arrows 
and spears tipped with flint point*. 
! chipped but not polished. They did 
not polish their stone weapons, nor 
did thev engage In any form of agri- 
culture- They were, however, skill- 
ful skin dressers, for we have found 
-scraping tools made of flint. 


The kitchen middens which we dis- 


covered are the only thine of their 
kind in America, so far as I know, 
although they bad been found In other 
parts of the, world. At these sites, 
! camps -were located with a great fire- 
place in the center, over -which huge 
slahs of limestone were placed as a. 
sort of primitiTe stove, upon which 
to coot the meat the Inhabitants 
knied. 


Cannibalism Practiced. 


"\Te know these people -were canni- 


bals, for among the refuse heaps have 
been found turnout bones-split- apart 
in order to get at the marrow. 


"The soft limestone slabs, being ex- 


posed to the weather, broke from time 
to ttae, and were cast aside near-'by, 
to be replaced by "new ones. 


"Tn the course of our Investigations 


we have completely examined some 
fifteen of these mounds and In them 
ha-ve found thousands of splendid spe- 
cimens of chipped arrow and spear 
heads, as well as scraping tools and 
other implements- Bones of the deer, 
which were prevalent ia this region, 
are found in profusion, indicating that 
this was the principal article of diet"
